THE PROPHET JOSEPH’S LAST DRB. 


—ũ?A— — 


By request we publish the last dream 
of the Prophet Smith, as he related it 
two days before his martyrdom, to 
W. W. Phelps, according to the latter's 
account, which he inserted in his Al. 
manac for 1863, copies of which are 
‘exceedingly scarce. Whether the dream 
‘is correctly repeated, or whether it has 
any significance we leave for our read 
ers to determine for themselves. The 
wise shall understand.” 

In June, 1844, when Joseph Smith 
went to Oarthage and delivered him- 
Self 4 to Governor Ford, I accom- 
panied him, and while on the way 
‘thither, he related to me and his 


brother Hyrum the following dream : 


He said: While I was at Jordan's 
in Iowa, the other night, I dreamed 
that myself and my brother Hyrum 
went on board of a large steamboat, 
dying in a small bay, near the great 


ocean. Shortly after we went on board 
there was an ‘alarm of fire,’ and I 
discovered that the boat had been 
anchored some distance from the shore, 
out in the bay, aud thatan‘escape.ffom 
the fire, in the confusion, appeared 
hazardous ; but, as delay ‘was folly, 
I and Hyrum jumped overboard, and 
tried our faith at walking: upon the 
water. * «1° 
At first we sank: in. the: water 
nearly to our knees, but as ve pro- 
ceeded we inereased in faith, aud 
were soon able to walk apon the 
water.

PAPAL CONOLAVES. 
— — 


The Conclave does not begin till the 
obsequies of the late Pope are over— 
ten days after his decease —previously 


to which time, however, the cardinals 


meet in co tion and swear to 
observe the Pontifical institutions. On 
the tenth day after the decease of the 
Pope the cardinals hear high mass at St. 
Peter’s, and then go in procession to 


enter into conclave, singing the Veni 


Creator. They pass on their way 
through two lines of Roman people, 


who give them advice, or jokes, or 


threats, or prayers, according to the 
humor of the day. On the first day 
the cardinals have liberty to return 
home to dine, if they will ; but at one 
o’clock the bell of the Conclave is rung, 
by orders of the Dean, for all visitors 


to depart ; at two o’clock the second 
signal is given, and at three the great 
door is shut, not to be opened again 
till the Conclave is over, except that a 
cardinal who has not entered the Con- 
clave may do so at any time. There 
Gele ced in thes, chapel, 
Ca aoli in t 

on the morrow of the tenth day, the 
whole body of the Conclavists, or at- 
tendants of the cardinals, are passed 
in review previous to the Conclave. 
The cardinals must each dine alone in 
his own cell the Pope is elected. There 
are three methods of election—elec- 
tion by compromise, by adoration, 
and by ballot. In the election by 
compromise, the cardinals if unable 
to agree, nominate one or mare mem 
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bers of their body to designate the. 
new Pope. Election by adoration or 
acclamation takes place when a nun- 
ber of tbe cardinals, amounting to 
two-thirds at least, acclaim the Pope 
without preliminary ballot. The ballot, 
however, is the method now :egularly 
adopted, and the method of taking it 
has been fixed by Gregory XV. and 
Urban VIII. Two-thirds of the votes 
of the cardinals present are, as we 
have said, necessary for election, and 
the vote is secret. The act of voting

Ged, and the posterity of the faithful shall become like Abraham’s, numerous 
for multitude as the sand of the ocean’s shore. 

Through this order of progression man becomes fitted and qualified to act as 
a savior to his race ; actively, in his immediate circle, ur by visiting the nations 
as an ambassador proclaiming ‘‘ the unsearchable riches of Christ ;” by proxy, 
when in the sacred places he officiates for kindred dead through all his genera- 
tions; in the spirit, when having laid down his tabernacle he passes behind 
the vail, preaching like his Elder brother ‘‘ deliverance to the captive, and the 
opening of the prison doors to them that are bound ;” in the eternities, when 
by the processes of the resurrection he attains to the power of an endless life, 
producing in his exaltation a posterity to reflect forever our God's eternal 
round. 

Here the affluence of human intelligence and wisdom can never reach 
man's unaided powers can never come; the heights and breadth or depths of 
divine purpose are only sounded by the plummet of divine revelation, by that 
alone can be built the towering superstructure of Divine Theology or the 
Science of the Gods, which comprehends the eternities of the past, of the 
present, and the future. When ‘‘the vision of the mind” is opened by this 
revelation, how paltry are the reputations which are made by men, Philoso- 
phers, Statesmen, Scientists, these are all ephemeral and evanescent ; but to 
the widening cycles of the eternal future will expand the reputations of those 
who have been apt students or teachers in the arena of spiritual things—Enoch 
and Abraham, David and Isaiah, Jesus, John, and Paul, Joseph and Brig- 
ham and others,—the shepherd, the carpenter, the tent-maker, or the plough- 
boy, each when ‘‘ endowed from on high; these when in obscurity were 
passing the ordeals of spiritual life, and becoming mediums for the revelation 
of eternal truths, and the ages shall reverence their memories and their words, 
no matter what the dispensation in which they lived, or their social position 
among their fellows; God hath honored them, and made them great, and their 
names will stand upon the pages of history like the flaming beacun on a stormy 
coast, radiating the light of eternity across the wilderness of time; they ful- 
‘filled ‘‘ the royal law” (James ii, 8), hence they are ‘‘a chosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, a holy nation, a peculiar people, showing forth (along with 
the obedient of every age and nation) the praises of Him who called them out 
of darkness into his marvelous light” (1 Peter, ii, 9). 

We have thus given a glimpse of some of the ennobling thonghta” of the 
Gospel which the Elders of Israel have given to this generation ; they asserted 
with emphasised fidelity; amid unfavorable surroundings, the ‘‘ Fatherhood of 
God” and the ‘‘ brotherhood of man ;” they declared the Personality of the 
Deity, and thus showed the probability and possibility of interest in, and 
communication with, his children; they appealed to first principles and 
historic statements, that by vision and dream, by angels and messengers, by 
Propbets and Seers, by his Sun and his own personal intercourse in the ages 
of the past, he had been more than willing, nay, anxious for continued com- 
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munication ; they told that if there was fault, it was in man, who by perverted 
training, by false teachers, or by wicked acts, had closed the avenues once so 
widely opened; they boldly charged upon Christendom the glaring sin of 
apostacy, that they had become the betrayers of Jesus, and the perverters of his 
Gospel; that they had rejected his words, ‘‘ broken the ordinances, and 
changed the everlasting covenant ;’’ they pointed to prophetic declaration that 
this should be renewed, and testified thut ‘‘ now is the day of salvation ;” they 
further said that if there was to be a revelation, while it might be ‘‘ new” to 
this generation, it would still be ‘‘ the everlasting Gospel,” that the power of 
this Gospel would be as anciently, that faith in God and Jesus Christ his Son 
would be followed by baptism in water for the remission vi sins, that the Holy 
Ghost would be given by the laying on of hands, and that the signs would 
follow the believer. Thousands, as in the Apostolic times, heard them 
gladly,” and many were added to the Church daily”—a Church in which 
„God hach set first Apostles, secondarily Prophets. thirdly Teachers, after 
that miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, governments, diversities of tongues” 
(1 Cor. xii, 28). 

These converts and members of the Church proved the Elders, they received of 
the blessings, they became of one heart, and seeking each o' her’s society, obeyed 
the eternal law of gathering; that such gathering crystalized into government 
by tbe higher law, or law of the Priesthood, and chus develops into a theocracy, 
or the kingdom of God on the earth ;” that its members receiving the Priest- 
hood are the authority of God, that the official acts of this autherity are 
recognized in the heavens, that in these acts the eternity of the marriage cove- 
nant,jand the family grouping is recognized; that the Patriarchal order isa 
necessary out growth of this position ; that in various ways, acting under this 
authority, men become ‘‘saviors upon Mount Zion ;” and that a growing 
kingdom, with its intensely increasing importance, demands and receives con- 
tinned revelation; and that even personal progress and personal interests and 
responsibilities need for success, the wisdom of the same eternal spirit; that 
this involves by continuance all that is dignified by the name of progress, and 
guarantees the gratification of the loftiest aspirations of immortal man; and 
that as a consequence, while men give their lives to this—the system of the Gods, 
while they proclaim its beauties and its adaptation to every need, they claim 
that they have nothing but that which they have received, chat God hath 
placed this treasure in earthen vessels, that the excellency of the power 
might be of God and not of man.” As an evidence tha God hath been with 
his servanis, he hath enabled them to do a mighty work in the Land of 
Zion ;” the at.ention of the world is fixed upon the brightness of her rising.” 
They have also softened, modified, and made more consistent, by the silent 
yet unacknowledged influence of their perpetual protest, the pulpits of every 
faith; they have given more tone and color to the miuistrations of the clergy, 
than all other influences besides, thus preving by uncontrovertible success, 
even where unlooked for, the mighty leverage and power of ‘‘ennobling 
thonght.” 

Despised, contemned, (yet plagiarized and quoted,) by the blessing of the 
Lord the Elders of Israel have been and are a power in the land, He has hid 
these things from the wise and prudent, while he revealed them unto babes,” He 
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honored his servants, He sustained their authority, He was unto them mouth, 
matter, and wisdom,” He made the weak things ef the world to confound 
the mighty, and things which are not to bring to nought things which are.” 
“To Him be glory in the Church by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, world 
without end. Amen.“ H. W. N.

Barratt stated that the object 
of the meeting was to lay before the 
people the plan of life and salvation 
as taught by the Latter day Saints. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt showed how 
the feelings of men are wrought upon 
dy teachings from the pulpit, and the 
different grades of intelligence which 
‘men exhibit as a result, and that God 
holds man accountable for the use they 
anake of the knowledge they possess; 
and that this might be good, the 
Lord has from time to time given 
laws, by which men might be delivered 
‘from merely human influence and en- 
joy the trutb. When Jesus came he 

brought the Gospel, and called seventy 
disciples and sent them to proclaim it 
to the people, He also sent the twelve 
Apostles, these men held “ the Priest- 
hood,” or had autbority to preach the 
Gospel in power and administer in its 
ordinances, so as to bring .man back 
into the presence of God.

Home Manvuracturs.—lIn order to obtain some idea of the progress of home 
manufactures, and the extent for which their producers are patronized, we 
have made some inquiries in relation to the subject of Mr. John Clark, Z. C. 
M. I., by whose courtesy we are enabled te note a few articles on the groce 
and hardware side of the house. Wrapping paper, of which they purchase 
they can get ; wushboards, 126 doz in six months ; cheese, from Brigham 

-City, Bear Lake and other places, the supply of which, from the place first 
named, is unequal to the demand; molasses, honey, vinegar, clothes lines, 
garden lines, chalk lines, neats foot oil, canned fruits, —— hair, kee 
none of the imported now; tinware, about $1,000 worth of the latter purch 
-each month ; castings, grates, etc. ; brooms, the trade in the imported article 
but limited ; yeast 3 ink, glue, candy, saddle trees, sa grinders, 
much superior to imported ; cable chains, rng, * pi rs, picks 
and other hardware articles, made principally by Devy & Son, of Alpine City; 
hobbles, halters, wool-sacks, whips, shee, scrab, stove, hat, paint and other 
brushes ; cinches and many other articles. If a list of the home manufactured 
goods bought and sold in tite various other departments of Z. C. M. I., were 
enumerated, the list would be quite a formidable one, although perhaps not 
near so large as it should be; yet it is gratifying to know that progress is being 
made in the steady, al it may be the slow progress of material develop- 
ment. We are gratified to observe an inoreasing inclination on the part 
- of the community to purchase gooda that are made at bome in preference to 
those imported. Prejudice against the former is gradually fading, with the 
march of improvement in Utah manufacturea,. Many af the articles named in 
the furegoing are not only equal and some even auperier to importations in the 
tale line, but are sold at prices that, te say the least, are no higher, and are 
therefore deserving of preference from every point of view.
